WAR SEEMSJNEVITABLE 


From tlie Far East Today Is of the Most 


Warlike Character. Troops Hurrying to 


the Front. Fighting Is KOI On. 


RELIEF WORK BEGUN

London, April 10.—All the news from 


Turkey aad Greece today is of the darkest 
nature. War seems inevitable. Turkey 
and Greece are already at each other's 
throats and any moment may bring: news 
of the official declaration of war. 


A special from Athens says the invasion 


of Turkey by the insurgents is believed to 
be the certain forerunner of a declaration 
of war. In spite of the forces already on 
the frontier, two more classes of Greek re- 
serves have been called out. 


A special from Vienna says it is authori- 


tatively announced that tho Powers now 
agree to blockade the port of Athens and 
are now sending re-enforcements for that 
purpose. 


Fourteen battalions of Turkish troops 


are now fighting the 
invaders. 
The 


fighting is desperate. An imperial Jrade 
was issued today, ordering a purchase of 
six coast defeosa guns and 1,500 horses for 
the Turkish army. 


A 
dispatch from 
Elassonia says a 


Turkish council of war was in session all 
night. 
It is considered probable that the 


Turks will immediately take the offens- 


ive. 


An important dispatch from Elassonia 


states tbat Edhem Pasha, commander-in- 
chietofthe Turkish army has received 
orders from Constantinople to cross the 
frontier of Greece with his forces provided 
that Greek regular troops are among the 


invaders now fighting the Turkish regu- 
lars. 


The English navy today has felt the 


effects of the war trouble. The British 
Channel squadron has been ordered to 
the Island ot Malta to remain there as 
long as the Eastern criais lasts, and to be 
ready tor instant service. 


The London\atock market today is pan- 


icky and feverish because of the Eastern 
war news.

Athens, April 10.—There are 3000 men 


among the invaders of the Turkish terri- 
tory commanded by ex-offlcers ot the reg- 
ular Greek army and included is a band of 
Italian volunteers. All are well armed 
and equipped at the expense ot the 
Ethnike Hetairie, a powerful Greek secret 
society, the root branch of the present 
crisis. 


The 
members of tho expedition all 


wear the badge of this society enscribed 
"En Tonto Nika" equlvilant to "in hoc 
signo vinces" (lu this sign you conquer). 
They were given an enthusiastic senct-ofF 
by the Greek troops. No effort was made 
to stop them. It cannot be claimed too 
movement was unknown to the Greek 
authorities.

he was affectionately called has been a

ate last month by Mr. Fairbanks, a Re- 
publican.

Women 
have been elected to positions on educa- 
tional boards and to tbe legislature and 
women in the latter body had been the 
authors of some excellent bills which 
even though those were killed met with 
no worse fate than many whose authors 
belong to the sterner sex 


The speaker said farther that Colorado 


women were largely partisan and the 
thing they needed to guard against was 
that those who helped in elections should 
bs rewarded by being given an office Sufi* 
rage in. Colorado is yet in its infancy and
